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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


GRAIN AND FEED 


SOVIET UNION'S Spring Grain Seeding Progresses. Small grain and 
pulse crops for harvest later this year were seeded on 20.6 million hectares 
as of May 2, according to reports in the Soviet central press on May 9. While 
this is a significant increase over last year's seeding which was delayed by 
the late spring, the 1988 early-season figure is not that much less than the 
average of the corresponding dates of the last five years, as shown below:

OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


FRENCH Soybean and Feed Pulse Area Expected Higher. Expanding 
oilseed production in the European Community (EC) has cut deeply into the 
jmport share of the EC oilseed market, and EC feed pulse production (used as 
an oilseed meal substitute) increased from less than 1 million tons five years 
ago to an estimated 3.7 million tons in 1987. The import share of the EC 
oilseed market declined from 97 percent in 1982 to 77 percent in 1987 (protein 
meal basis). 


Oilseed and grain prices in France indicate continued expansion of 
area planted to soybeans and feed peas. France produced nearly 200,000 tons 
of soybeans in 1987, or nearly 15 percent of EC soybean output. France also 
accounts for 40-50 percent of EC feed pulse (feed peas, dried pulses and field 
beans) production, nearly 50 percent of EC rapeseed output and almost 60 
percent of EC sunflowerseed output.

DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


Pork Rationing Ends in CHINA. A Chinese agriculture official 
privately stated that pork rationing in Beijing had stopped being enforced. 
Other officials said that pork rationing had ended throughout the country, 
though no official announcement has confirmed this. Pork rationing was. 
implemented in most major cities late last fall in response to a pork shortage 
which affected much of the country. The pork shortages that led to the 
rationing did not, however, affect China's ability to supply hogs to its 
limited export markets (primarily Hong Kong). In fact, the country has had a 
surplus of hogs for export to Hong Kong, but increases jin hog trade between 
the two countries has bees limited by a Chinese export quota. 


The discontinuation of rationing shows that Chinese agricultural 
officials believe the tight pork supply situation is being resolved, and that 
producers have responded quickly to lower feed prices, higher pork prices and 
a variety of government incentives to promote greater swine production such as 
Subsidized feed costs. It also is an indication that many urban consumers are 
willing to pay more for the higher-quality, free market pork instead of 
enduring the cheaper, fattier meat that has been sold at lower prices in state 
markets. Pork consumption has traditionally supplied about 80 percent of 
total animal protein in the Chinese diet.

EC May Propose Butter Quota Reductions. New Zealand has been assured 
by the United Kingdom (UK) that the UK will advocate the New Zealand point of 
view if butter quota reductions are proposed by the EC. New Zealand depends 
on the UK market for a reported 74,500 tons of butter imported into the EC. 
Any reductions in the EC butter quota could shift New Zealand butter onto the 
world market, causing a further dampening of world butter prices.
